in ¢he-minority. Nevertheless, it is the gea- 
erally received opinion that the time will 
come when the Dominion shall relieve the 
mother country of those maternal cares which 
press upon her, and take upon herself the i- 
dependent management of ber own »#ffairs. 
When thie change will be brought about, is 
at least uncertain. The Canadians are in no 
hurty about it, bot when the change does 
come, it will be by mutual consent of both 
parties, and with the most cordial feeling of 
redpect and goodwill the one toward the 
; other. A Montreal contemporary thus al- 
Judeato the subject: ‘‘Sball Canada con- 
tinue a dependent colony, or shall she let go 
the leading strings and stand forth inde,end- 
ent? Though this question is rarely pub- 
liely alladed to or discussed, we bave reason 
. gJeldélieve that it is not absent from the pub- 
lic mind; thet it is talked over ‘on the 
Breet,’ on ‘*Change,’ around the family 
table, by the fireside, by village politicians, 
and that it is one io which the young men of 
the day are keenly interested. The recent 
experience of materna) government as shown 
in the disallowance of the Oaths Bill, will 
doubtless strengthen many in the belief they 
have of the necessity of independence. It 
has been seen that notwithstanding our 
much talked of self-goveroment the legisla- 
tion of our Parliament is liable at any mo- 
ment to be declared null and void, by the offi- 
cials of Downing street. The disaliowance 
of the bill empowering a Parliamentary Com- 
gittee to administer an oath, inasmuch as it 
bas kept: great scandal banging over our 
land, may be beld to have been a severe blow 
atthe prosperity of our country; every day 
of delay in disposing of that scandal tending 
to unsettle commercial affairs ia the country, 
as it mast dso avfuvorably impress foreigo 
capitalists, and generally discredit the Do. 
minion in the eyes of the world. But this is 
Dut one of a thousand considerations which 
go to show that until Canada is free to legie- 
late without fear of officials three thousand 
miles away,sbe wil! never be the great power 
which ber size, position, and immense and 
varied natural resources 80 evidently’ 
fit her to become. As we have before 
remarked, we believe this feeling though dor- 
mant, is widespread. We have faith in the 
rising generation, believing there are to be 
found ia the hearts of men and women of the 
fature the germs of an ardent national spirit. 
We know that there is a party pledged to 
work for independence, and we also know 


that there are representatives of the people 
pot allied to that party who are firm belier- 
ers-in independence. Probably these will be 
beard from during the next session of the 
Federal Parliament. Meanwhile the people 
will do well to consider the subject, 80 as to 
be prepared to give an intelligent vote should 
the question become an electoral issue.’’

Councillor Drammond took great pleasure 
in coinciding with the remarks just made by 
the last speaker. - He thought that the repre- 
sentatives of the Province should be com- 
mupicated with and asked to inform the Do- 
minion Government of the importance of the 
quarantine claims and the propriety of the 
immediate settlement of the same. 

On motion of Councillor Morton, it was re- 
solved to refer Mr. Avons’ account to the

Tbe Councillor would like to see, sad 
jn tact woald move, that the representatives 
ofthe Province be instructed to withdraw 
their support from the present Dowinion Gov- 
ernmeut, His wish was to havea public 
meeting called, asking the representatives to 
push the payment of the quarantine accounts; 
pot only to push them, bat to insist apon 
their payment, and show the Canadian Gov- 
ernment that in case of their trifling with the 
just claims of the Victorians, in more senses 
thaa one, that the futere support of the Prov- 
ince would be withdrawn from the Govera- 
ment. 

Councillor Drammond moved thet « com- 
mittee be appointed to draft a series of reso- 
lations, having for their effect that immediate 
payment of the querantine accounts be con- 
summated by the Dominion Goverament.

those whose names are appended to the peti- 
tion. Wedeem it bat jest to the object 
which the petition contemplates to state that 
thé number of sabscribers is limited not vo 
account of the unwitlingress of the public ‘o 
append their names but rather on account of 
our being uaable to devote farther time to its 
cirsulation. The namber rebusing their 
sigoature bas indeed been few ; while many 
of those who under present circamstances 
consider it necessary to their interests to 
conduct their business on the Sabbath have 
been not_oaly willing bat aaxious to append 
their names. 

We may also be permitted to remark that 
the petition which we have the bonor to pre- 
sent is based entirely on the broad principle 
that every man in the commanity is entitled 
to enjoy one day in the seven as a day of rest. 
It has been found however that the principle 
of competition on the part of the proprietors 
of the various kiads of business carried oo in 
the city, and the need and desire of retaining 
their situations on the part of clerks, sbop- 
men, waiters, ste js and other employes, 
deprite many of this right who would otber- 
wise be glad to enjoy a day of rest, Henc@it 
bas been felt even by many who in self-de- 
fence think themselves coapelled to carry on 
business on the Sabbeth that such a bye law [ 
as the petition indicates would prove a great 
benefit to the public ; that it would set free 
a large portion of the community who are 
now constraiced to labor on the day of rest ; 
enable many (who sre now prevented) to 
attend the various places of worship; that it 
would sot unduly in‘erfere with the liberty 


of individuals to spend the Sabbath as they |. 


please, except so far as to preveot their en- 
croaching on the right of others to their day 
of rest; that it would tend greatly to the 
peace, order, and moralty of the place, as 
well ag to the increase of religion, and the 
consequent blessing aod favor of the Al- 
mighty on ovr temporal prosperity; that it 
would raise us in the estimation of our 
neighbors, and would enbance the attractions 
of oor land as a bome for the better class of 
emigrants from other countries. 

We may further be allowed to observe that 
the terms of the petition are inteotionally 
very general, that tha petitioners confiding in 
the wisdam of your bonorable Council leave 
the specific details of the bye law to the exer- 
cise of the prudence and good judgment of 
your honorable body. It may not however 
be considered, as we trust, out of place to 
state the popular wish upon the subject in 
so far as we have been able to under- 
stand it. In such a population as ours 
we might reasonably expect to find 
and did find considerable deversity of 
opision as to the specific kinds of 
business which ought to be exempted from 
the operation of the law. The wish of the 
petitioners is to secure a uniform cessation oo 
the Sabbath of all such secelar business as 
may be suspended on that dey ‘‘without ine 
justice to individuals or gociety."’ It bas 
been generally felt that there are various 
kinds of business which canoot be thus sus- 
peaded, and we believe the following to con- 
tain © general list of exceptions which have 
been specified :— 

1, Apothecaries’ stores. 

2. Livery stables. 

3. The Presse. 

4. Barbers’ shops aati! 10 o'clock, a. w. 

5. Restaurants, boarding houses, and 
hotels, it being understood that no liquors be 
sold on that day. 

6, Milk depots or Gish stalls uatil 10 o'clock. 

The petition contemplates the preveation 
of all public amusements such as horse 
raciog, boat racing, cricketing, foot ball, 
base ball, quoits, public excursions on the 
Sabbath, and the aehoyence caused to the 
public by Chinese fire-erackers, the bolding 
of Indian feasts,songs end dances on that day. 

We beg to observe in conclusion that the 
above list of exceptions contains in so far as 
we remember every specific branch of basi- 
ness which we have heard meationed, while 
it embraces several which many in the com- 
munity would gladly see subjected to the 
action of the contemplated bye-law. 

Leaving the matter with great confidence 
to the wisdom of your honorable Council,

Britisa Cotumsia.—‘* Viator” woald 
be simply insane to emigrate to this de~ 
pendency, especially with the intention 
of following agricultural pursaits. The 
colony ia singularly wanting in fine laud, 
prairie, aud general climate, tis mores 
over neither well adapted for cattle nor 
snited to cereals. The whole territory 
is indeed barren, with so little exception, 
that I do not.vesitate for « moment to 
declare that it can never become either 
agricultarally or pas-orally a great pro 
vince. No doubt there is an extensive 
suriferous truct far up in the interior; 
but gold-diggings is proverbia ly « pre- 
carious pursuit, ia which the prizes are 
few aud the blanks many. ‘There is very 
little society, no ruilronds, and misera- 
vie, bad, common roads. Land, sach as 
it is, cheap enough—I thing abvat a dol- 
lar and a half or so an acre—but of 
course far from market, 
furs aud feather; which form so promineut 
a featare iu the commerce of the country, 
would natursily lead ove to faney that the 
resources of sporting and buutiog were 
without limit. Is: certaiuly is uot so, at 
least to the newly-arrived Englishman. 
None but the steeled Indians and the 
@cperieo ed trapper ard hunter can ba tact 
ve successfal, as te wild animals aod 
virds ate now only fooud at a distance 
from ihe baunt of man, and in places 
where it would be dangerous for a white 
mun to travel. As to clima'e, it has no! 
the clear skies aud fine bracing atmos- 
phere of Cunada; and as to a comparison 
with t1@ temperatere of England, I have 
only to @ ate that the thermometer at 
times falls 30° be ow zero, and the san- 
mer hest average 80° at mid-day.

—--In reply to the inggiries of “Viator” 
in your number of Sy inst, conceroing 
British Columbia, I beg to say that, hav- 
ing spent'five years there, 1 am uble to 
answer his several quefies. At the oat- 
set my advice is not to.gothere. Farm- 
ing is vot profitable, ali-kinds of farm pro- 
duce being raised mofe cheaply in the 
adjoining United States territory, and 
imported free. There ié very little really 
good laud anywhere ngar'a market, and 
the only market is thetown of Victoria. 
V. I. Allthe land gpod for anything 
has been taken up long ago by specula- 
tors, What few roads there are are good. 
There are norailroadg. Society scarce- 
ly any—a few merchants, some Govern- 
ment officials and the test Yankee tra- 
ders. Very good sport can be had there 
—gronse, partridge; snd plenty of deer, 
and the waters, both galt and fresh, ab 
solately swarm with various kinds of fish; 
Fraser River being so fall of sslmon in 
the spawning season, that the fish crowd 
one another ont of thé water, and [ have 
ssen them raked ashore with wooden 
rakes, The climate is very healthy,
